John Dean, who was 35 Years of Age, 
born of mean Parents at Harrow on the Hill, 
he had little or no Education given him, his 
Parents Japan, 4 preventing their paying con- 
ſtantly for his Schooling, ſo that what little he 


learnt was by ſtarts, ſometimes going a Day, 


ſometimes a Week, as they could muſter Mo- 
ney ;; he was put to no Trade, but when he 
became ſtrong enough, he went to work, as 
his Father had done before him, to plough or 
reap, drive Carts or Waggons, or any Country 
Work the Farmers would employ him in, and 
only behaved pretty well, no ways ad- 
icted to the flagrant Vices many ſuch unfor- 
cunate People are. He confeſſed the Commiſ- 
flon of the Crime he was convicted of, but 
little imagined, as he faid, *twas puniſhable 
with Death (nor indeed has it been along a 
capital Crime, it being made ſo by an Act of 
Parliament paſſed but the very laſt Seſſions) he 
owned, that through the Perſwaſions of Flex- 
more, he did,

which by Degrees, turned to a Mortification; 
ſo that for ſeveral Nights he lay groaning and 


lamenting, in a moſt diſmal Manner, *till about 


Two o Clock in the Morning, on Fryday the 
18th, of December, he expired, ſeemingly Pe- 


nitent for all the Sins of his Life.

6. Robert Ramſey was 27 Years of Age, 
came of reputable Parents near Groſbenor- 
Square, who gave him the beſt of Education 
at W/:ftminfter, and other Schools, where he 
learnt ' Latin, (Greek, and ſuch Accompliſh- 
ments as were proper to fit him either for a 
Gentleman, or a Man of Buſineſs. His Fa- 
ther's Intent after he had given him a ſuitable 
Education, was thro* his'Tntereſt to have pro- 
vided for him-a Poſt, which ſhould have ſet 
him above the'Frowns or Contempts of the 
World; but dying when Robert was but 13 


Years of Age, his Deſigns were fruſtrated, 


and young Ramſey was bound Apprentice to a 
Ghymiſt and Apothecary, near Groſuenor-Sguare, 
with whom he faithfully ſerved fix Years and 
three, Months. When his Maſter coming to 
Misfortunes, Mr. Ramſey hired himſelf as 2 
Journeyman to à Ciymiſt near Charing-Crofi, 
where he lived ſome Time, gave Satisfaction, 
and was much reſpected, behaving like 2 
Gentleman in every Part of Life, till falling 
into bad Company, he was led aſtray, and 
taught to do thoſe Things which he had too 
much Capacity for doing, and which at laft 
brought him to this ſhameful End: He had 
an Opportunity of 'obſerving while he lived 
with his Maſter near Gre/venor-Square, the 
Careleſneſs of Servants leaving their Maſter's 
or Miſtrefſes's Doors on the Jar, while they 
ran goſſiping to a Chandler's Shop; ſo that it 
was an eaſy Matter to flip in and carry away 
Plate, or what elle could be found, he =

When I came to London, T went out with 
Tack Cook, Tom Barnes, and Tom the Sailor, 
and with them, one Evening, we went to the 
back Lane in St. Geerge's-Frelds, with Intent 
to rob any Perſon we met, but the firſt we at- 
tacked, was a Gentleman on Horſeback, who 
making ſome Reſiſtance, we made off. | 

I afterwards work'd with my Maſter near 
half a Year,. and never attempted any Thing 
farther. than robbing Ships along with him, till 
I met with Tom: Barnes, and Tom the Sailor a- 
gain, with whom I followed my old Practices, 
the Conſequence of which, was, that I was 
taken and carried to Aingffon Aſſizes, but was 


acquitted, as T likewiſe was ſoon afterwards at 
the Old. Baily, for ſtealing a Firkin of Butter 


from Dice-Kzy, but there being a Miſtake in 


the Indictment, I was acquitted there likewiſe. 


Dom Barnes, Tom the Sailor, and I, after 


this, robbed a Pedlar. at Blackheath-Fair of his 


Pack. 
For this Fact I was apprehended and. try'd 
at Maidſtone Aſſizes, where I. received Sen- 


tence of Death, and was ordered for Execu- 


I receiv'd 
a Pardon.. There 'were two other. Perſons 
that recieved Reprieves with me, Gilbert: Lang- 
ley and Mr. Hill, who both died in their Paſ- 
ſage to Virginia. About 9g or 10 Days after 
T had received this Pardon, ſome of my 
Friends came down to bail me, and I was diſ- 
charged, but before I could plead to my Par- 
don, I was taken up for robbing Mr. Coleman 
a Dyer at the Bank Side of a great Quantity 
of Serge, which I ſold to Franiland, but no 
Evidence appearing, againſt me I was acquitted, 
and before I was diſcharge I enliſted myſelf a 
Marine, and accordingly was. put on Board 
the Vickory at Portſmouth, from whence (after 
robbing ſome of the Seamen) I made my Eſ- 
cape, and went on Board the Princeſs Mary, 
in which Ship I came to London.

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other Man was drown'd before be could reach”

When I came Home, Barnes and I got 
into a Houſe upon Black-Heath,. where we 
found only, a Cherry Pye, Part of which we 
eat there, and the reſt we took with us, after 
having bound the Man of the Houſe and his 


Wife to the Bedſtead. When we were com- 
ing away, a Woman called out at the Garret 


Window after us, which Barnes ſo highly 
reſented that he went back again, and ty d her 
and threw her upon a large Wood Fire. 

After this I got acquainted with Chriſtopher 
Prefer,. with whom I continually lived upon 
the Plunder, till I was detected in ſtealing a 
large Quantity of Broad Cloth from Mr. Be 
zey, for which I was try'd and convicted for

In Conſequence of this Sentence I was ſent 


to Brady's Church. Baphanock River, Mary: 
land, where I was fold to a Widow, one 
Elizabeth Braburn for 1600 Wt. of Tobacco 


clear. of Wood, and ſhe took me Home with 
her. While I was. with her, ſhe. uſed me 


more like a Friend than a Servant, and allow- 


ed me more Liberties than I ever could have 


expected; but I.imagin'd without the leaſt 
Reaſon,. that I ſhould be over work d for the 


Civilities I had receiv'd, and. ſo I. reſolv'd to 


leave her.

YOSEPH Allen, who was convicted of 
robbing Mr. Wells on the Highway, was 
at the Time of his Execution about 20 Years 
of Age, and was born of poor Parents, who 
gave him as good an Education as their Cir- 
cumſtances would admit of. | 
When he arriv'd at a proper Age, he was 
bound to Maxim Valmore, a Weaver in Slaugh- 
fireet, Sputtlefields, with whom he ſerv'd out 
his Time, and afterwards work'd as a Jour- 
neyman with ſeveral Feavers there, 
Some Time ago, Trade falling off, he and 
his Fellow Sufferer Buguois, took to Labouring 


Work, but that not being ſufficient to maintain 


them, Buguois propoſed going upon the Road. 
With ſome Perſuaſion Alen yielded to his 
Requeſt, and the firſt Perſon they attack d was 
a tleman, whom they robb'd of about 
half a Guinea, in the Brick Field between 
Haxton and Hackney.

„ eſpecially on two Accounts; one 


young Man and his Accomplices practiſed, lets 
ſucceisful for the future; the other, that it will 
eftectually fright young People from Billiard-Ta- 
bles, and ſuch Places, were, firſt they are drawn 
iato Neceſſities, and then into wicked Practices 
to ſupply them. 

He was born of reputable Parents near Greſce · 
nor-ſquare, who gave him very good Education 
(particularly at Veſtmin hool, and at other 
Schools) and when fir, he was put Apprentice to 
a Chymiſt, near Groſvenor /c 
ſometime, till his Maſter coming to Misfortune, 
he was under a Neceſſity to icave him; after that, 
he hired himſelf as a Journeyman to a Chymiſt, 
not far from Charing Groſs, where he lived ſome- 
time, till falling into bad Company, which was 
the ſole Cauſe of his unhappy Exit. | 

The firſt beginning of his Misfortunes, was fre 
quentiy going to the Billiard-Tables ; he had 
learned to Play ſo well, that he was what they 
call a Tip top Player! it was at one of theſe 


Places he became acquainted with one Cary (who. 


was concerned with him in forging Mr. Hoar's 
Notes, and who died in Newgate ſometime ago) 
whoſe Talent at that Game being as good as 
his, they uſed very often to play as Strangers 
for very large Sums ; but it was under a Prerence 
that Gentlemen ſhould lay with the By-ſtanders, 
rformed thus: Two Perſons go to a 
noted Billiard-Table, and pretend to challenge 
one another to play; whilſt they are at Play, two 
or three others, ſecmingly Strangers, likewiſe 
make their Entrance, who are Confederates wich 
rhe former; while they are at play, theſe Con- 


federates pitch upon either of the Players, and 


offers to lay a Sum of Money he wins the Game, 
which Sum is a ſmall one, pot excceding half a 
Guinea ; if any. Body lays with them, he chat lays 
is ſure to have the beſt of it, till the Game is 
almoſt out, then the other Accomplices offer 
* to lay or take the Odds, which when they 
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e, and ſerved him 


of Halt-pence, 
tleman, and ſaid, Sir, there is what I have loſt, 
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| have done, the Players, who, as was obſerved 


before, Play what they call Booty, know how to 
Manage, whether to win or lool, ſo very often 
ende avouring to make it appear, not deceiving to 
the By-ſtanders, they looſe themſelves three or 
four Guineas, when perhaps their Accomplices 
win 30 or 40 J. By theſe Stratagems, Ramſey has 
had often for his Share 201. a Night. But be 
med to be as unforiunate at Hazard, as he was 
lucky in playing Booty (as they term it) at Billi- 
#rds, for the Hazard - Table geverally ſtripp'd 
him. | 
It was one Night that he and Cary had loſt a 
conſiderable Sum of Money, and they were 


put to their Wits-end how to get more; but Carr 


who was of a fruittul Invention, ſoon thought of 
the following Stratagem. Himſelf belonging 
to the Playhouſe, could have any Dreſs from 
thence he thought proper; and dreſſing himielt 
as a Harlequin, and Ramſey as a Spaniard, they 


immediately repair'd to their Loogings, where 


raking a Quantity of Half-pence, which they be- 
fore had got ready for the Purpoſe, they made 
three Parcels, and about forty Halt- pence in each 
Parcel, which they ſealed up wich an Earl's Coat 


of Arms. As loon as this was done, they order- 
ed a Servant to call a couple of Chairs, and di- 
rected the Chairmen to carry them both (there 


being a Maſquerade that Night) to the Maſque- 
rade in the Hay market, As ſoon as they arrived 
there, they diverted themſelves with ſome little 
Tricks and Converſation amongſt the People of 
Anlity, *rill parr of the Company ſettled them- 
icives to play at Hazard in one of the Rooms, to 
which Place they ſoon retired amongſt the reſt, 
and ſeated themſelves, where Ramſey placing 
upon the Table his three Rows of Hulf-pence, 
ſealed with an Earl's Coat of Arms; he was not 
loug ſettled before the Box came round, and it 
was his Turn to throw, and fixing his Eye round

Sum he knocked at, and throwing gut, he ſaid,

complied with, and then throw'd again, and flun 
aut; and ſaid, Double er Quit again, they all anſ- 
wered Yes, bat poor Ramſey's ill Fortune would 
net let him winn, for he once more flung our, 
ahd having the Box, was going to throw once 
more; when one of the Gentlemen cried, pleaſe 
to pay, Sir!

without either Coat, Waiſtcoat or 
which put him in a violent Paſſion, inſomuch 
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8 take yours, and pay: the reſt of the 
entlemen, and immediately getting up in a 
very great Paſſion, Swore he would play no more 
that Night, and puſh'd off with great Precipica. 
tion. Tue Gentleman opening the Paper, and 
ſecing nothing but Half-pence, called our to the 
Waitcrs to ftop him; but he had taken Care to 
get out of their reach. 

This Stratagem having not ſucceeded accord. 
ing to Expectation, made him go Home with a 
heavy Heart, and the next Day, he and Carr be- 
ing at a Loſs for want of Money, they had re- 
courſe to the following Stratagem ; there was 
that Night a Play abtes, call'd, the Spanifs Fryar, 
in York- Buildings, which Play was performed by 


a Company of young Gentlemen for their Diver- 


fion ; to this Place they immediately repaired as 


Spectators, and Ramſey knowing one of the Gen- 


tlemen who played a Part, ſoon procured two 
Tickets in order for their Admittance ; no ſoon- 
er had they got in, and the Company ſettled, 
and the young Tragedy Heroes in the Height 
of their Performance, and the Perſons who had 
the Care of their Cloths, being very Intent upon 
ſceing the Play, Ramſey and Cary took the Op- 
portunity in their Abſence, to carry off at Times, 
ſeveral of their Cloths, as Coats, Waiſtcoats, 
Breeches, &c. which they had Time enough to 
do, and in ſhort to carry all away : But they 
had ſome Conſcience at that Time; as ſoon as 
they had taken away what they thought proper, 
they returned as Spectators to ſee the Iſſue, that 
they might not be ſuſpected : As ſoon as the 
Play was over, the Tragedy Prince, c. came 
to undreſs, and put themſelves in Statu Qua; but 
one miſſed his Coat, another his Waiftcoat and 
Breeches, and ſome their whole Suirs; and in 
particular, the Gentleman who played the Char- 
after of TORISMOND, was obliged to ons 
reeches, 


that he ſolemnly ſwore (and its hoped he kept 
his Word) he would never turn Player any 

more. | 
But to return to Ramſey, and Carr; this Booty 
produced them upwards of ten Guineas, which 
they equally ſnared; but this Money being gone, 
they employed their Wits once more to raiſe a 
Recruit. In order to do this, they went upon 
(Excuſe the Uſe of their Cant koneft Language, 
having no proper Expreſſion for it, viz.):the Lay, 
call'd, Clacking, or Billing the Taverns, after the 
. following 
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they did of this Nature; was at a certaln Tavern · 


following Manner, viz. Carr dreſſed himſelf in a 
very rich Livery, and Ramſey, as a young Gentle- 
man of Fortune, who took the Title of a Ba- 
ronet, (which firſt gave Riſe of his being called 
Sir Robert Ramſey) and to make the Matter leſs 
ſulpe&ed, he uſed to carry a young Lady of the 
Town with bim, which he pick'd up by the Way, 
to a. Tavern, where Sir Robert's Servant coming 
in. ſome time afterwards to enquire if Sir 
ſach a one, Baronet was not there, who had be- 
fore taken Care to leave his Name at the Bar. 
As ſoon as the Drawer had anſwered, and intro- 
duced to the pretended Baronet, the Baronet or- 
dered him to wait till he had ſupped, and like- 
wiſe to go into the Kitchen. Whilſt his pre- 
tended Footman Carr was there, he uſed to em- 

y his Time in drinking pretty freely of his 
Eber Bounty (for he had Orders to drink 
what he pleaſed) and amuſe the Drawers, Cook, 
Sc. with a long Story of his Maſter the Baronet's 
Generoſity, and likewiſe of his honourable Family 
and worthy Anceſtors. Whilſt theſe Things were 
in Agitation, he uſed now and then to flip a 
Silver Spoon, or what lay neareſt to him, in his 
Pocket ; this done, he immediately called the 
Drawer, and deſired to know if his Maſter did 
not want him, at the ſame Time looking at the 
Clock, and deſiring the Drawer to tell his Maſter 
it was ſuch an Hour, naming the Hour, which 
was the Signal agreed on, between the Baronet and 
his Footman, that when he had got any Move- 
ables, he might immediately go out and Plant it. 
The Drawer preſently uſed to bring Word, that 
the Baronet deſired his Servant to go to my Lord 
— ſuch a one's immediately, and bring an Anſ- 
wer as ſoon as poſſible; ſo Carr ulzd to flip our, 
and Plant the Moveable, and then return in a 
certain Space of Time. By theſe Means, his 
Footman Carr and Ramſey bilked ſeveral Taverns 
ia this City, and made off with what they. could, 
which they always took Care ſhould not be found 
upon them, if they were ſuſpected, which very 
ſeldom happened ; for this. Reaſon,, they always 
choſe. thoſe Places where much Company uſed to 
Reſort, and if they could not go handſomely off, 


they always paid the Reckoning. The firſt Fact

But to return to our Baronet ;.that he got ſo 
much after this Manner, that he always uſed to 
appear in black Velvet, with a good Watch in 
his Pocket, and a Diamond Ring on bis Finger, 
and being a Perſon well educated, and had other 
Accompliſhments, he and his Man paſſed on very,

but took ſeveral Things of Value, and went out 
and hid them, returning to wait on his Maſter at 
Supper The Baronet took an Opportunity to 
tell him he had not Money enough about him 
to diſcharge the Reckoning, asking him what 
was to be done ? Carr ſaid, he would go and ſell 
ſome of the Goods, and fo pay the People with a 
Pig of their own Sow, which he according] 
went to do.

After he had been ſenſeleſs and ſtupid, Ram-

Dr. Jobnſon paubliſh'd printed Bills all over the 
City, and oftcred likewiic Advice in ali Diſtem- 
pers Gratis, Tueſdays aud Wedneſdays * tor the 
Men, and Thurſdays and Fridays tor the Women; 
by this Means ne being dretied. in an old rutty 
Suit of Cloaths, and his Eye Brows biack'd, he 
gained much Eftzem by his pretended Gravity, 
and Mone came in a-pace. Amongſt the reſt of 
Ramſey's Paticnts who came to him for Advice, 
there was a young Lady that was troubled with 
an Aſthma; this Lady coming backwards and 
forwards pretty much for Dr. Jobnſon's Advice, 
he took a great liking to her, imagining you muſt 
think, that ſhe had a good Fortune, which up- 
on the Doctor's Enquiry ſhe had, tor ſhe was 
worth 1000 J all in her own Hands.

He was inclinable he ſaid to 
think che contrary, defiring his Antagoniſt io be 
ready againſt ſuch a Day, in order to defend that 
Point, The other. thinking he had the righ, 
Side of the Queſtion, ſent Anſwer he would be 
ready for him againſt the Day appointed.

At laſt, the Company, after the? had tired 
themſelves with breaking one another's. Heads, 


and tearing their Cloaths, came out, 'and as they 


pailzd aloig, ſware what they would do, if they 
could catch Dr. Dyck, as they ſuppoſed Ram- 
ſey to be, Ramſey, as ſoon as he had diverted 
himſelf with ſeeing part of this Sight, made the 
beſt of his Way tor Drogheda, which is about 
2p Mies from Dublin; tere he reached before 
Morningg, and the Ship failing before Night, 
he reached Liverpꝛol in two Days Time; where 
being come, he the nexi Day went from thence 
on his Road towards Durham, at which Place he 
arrived about ten Days, from his landing at Liver- 
pool; as loon as he came within 15 Mitcs of 
Durbam, he flung oft his Diiguiſe, and dreſſiig 
himſelf, went to ice ſeveral Friends that lived at 
that Place; when he came to Durbam, he had 
by him upwards of 70.

were walking in Guildhall, they met with Cary 
and Ramſey, and the general _— being 
Want of Money, one of the four inform'd them, 
he bad that in bis Pocket as would fetch Money, 
ind would be the Key to open for Thouſands 
more; upon which he pull'd out the forg'd Note 
upon Meſſrs. Hoare and Company in Fleet-freet, 
. lign'd William Payne, and offter'd it to Ramſey to

| Ramſey and Carr being at Liverpool, heard not 
a Wah this Tranſaction, but ſtay d expect- 
ing C every Day, and they being likewiſe 
advertis'd, was by the means of the Perſon who 
kept the Boat-houſe taken at Liverpool, and com- 
mitted to the Toer; by this Time, News came 
down to Chefter, that C—— was the real Perſon 
advertis'd ; io he was ſent from che Place wherc 
he was, to the North-Gate, Gary and Ramſey was 
much indulged where they were committed at 
the Tocver; and it being a large Place, where the 
People of the Town uſed to frequent twice a 
Week to play at Cards, Dance, &c. they were 
indulg'd to ſee thoſe Diverſions, and being not 
much taken Care of in the Day-time, they was 
more watch'd at Night, and People lay in the 
ſame Room along with them; and one Night 
there being a Wall repairing, they took that G5. 
to make their Eſcapes, which they 
effe ed by giving the Perſons, who ley in the 
ſame Room with them, Punch mixed with Lau- 
danum, and in the middle of the Night they got 
oft by the Help of a Ladder over a Wall 15 Feet 
high, and travelling all Night, they arrived the 
next Day at a Place call'd Runcom, where is a 
Boat which Ferries Paſſengers over to Valet; the

Perſons that Ferried over this Boat being in Li- 
| obliged them to wait ſeven Hours, which 
was the Occaſion ot their being taken; for being 
up all Night, they as ſoon as they croſſed, went 
to a Houle and fell faſt afleep ; and there being 
a Hue and Cry, they was taken and cloſer con- 
fined, till they was removed from thence by a 
Habeas Corpus to Newgate, arid being & tried for 
this Fact, C— was capitally convicted, and 
Carr remaining upon a ſpetial Verdict, died in 
Newgate before the ſpecial Verdict was argu'd. . 
After Mr, Ramſey had given his Evidence a- 
ainſt C— and Carr he was diſcharged from his 
2 and wen” to Briſtel, and as he was 
walking up Corn. ſtreet, who ſhould he meet but 
one + Snoed, whom he had formerly ſeen at Lon- 
den; they was both much ſurprized at the Sight 
of cach other, and ſo confounded that they did 
not ſpeak ; but Szowd paſs'd on, and put up and 
din'd at the George Ale houſe, in the ſame Street, 
where Ramſey coming accidently the ſame After- 
noon ; they was both extremeiy ſurpriſed, with 
a ſecond accidental Mecting, and immediately 
called for a private Room; as ſoon as they was 
by themſiclvcs, they imparted to each other their 
own Affairs, only Snocod concealing the real 
. Cauſe. of his Abſconding; told Ramſey, that it 
was ſomething that was of great Concern, and 
even touch'd bis Life, but would not make any 
farther Diſcovery. They puſh'd the Bottle pretty 
briskly about, and being very merry, conſulted, 
how they ſhould live in a ſtrange Place; at laff, 
| bethought themſelves of the following Stratagem. 
There was at that Time, in the T . 
y, who was a great Methodift, and like- 
- wiſe a great Friend to thoſe who followed him, 
and was ſinctre in his Way of Thinking, Ac- 
cordingly they agreed to wait on the Parſon next 
Day at bis Lodgings, and telling him a very diſ- 
mal Story of their torſaking all their Friends and 
15 little they had in view at London, they came 
down to Briſtol, purely for Conſcience Sake, in 
order to hear bis Doctrine, and to enjoy their 
Religion quietly, which they could not do at Lon- 
don, they was ſo much perſecuted by their Friends, 
and eftcemed by their Acquaintance as Mad-men.

As ſoon as Ramſey had gone through his ſe - 
versl Degrees, and was admitted in the Manner 


before mentioned ; his next Step was to come 
at the Money, which they commonly keep by 
them in large Parcels, which was uſually ga- 


thered every Evening at- their public Societies 


and expounding Places. He took ſo much Care, 
with regard to his Behaviour, that he ſoon made 
the Parſon think he was very fincere, ſo was 1n- 
troduced amongſt the chief of the Methodiſt's, 
where he commonly took Care to enquire which 


of the Bre hren had moſt Money, and was the 


moſt big otted to their Principles; by this his 
artful Infinuation, and modeſt Behaviour, he 
ſon gained much Eſteem, and was look d upon 
as a reputed Saint. 

Parſon . y lodging in Higb- ſtreet, at Mr. 
HW———ld's Siſters, thither he oiten uſed to 
re fort, at which Place all the Caſh was kept for 
building two Houſes, the one in Kine ſcvocd, the 
other in Town ; he having free acceſs to the 
Parſon, uſed to pretend he had Qualins of Con- 
{cience which Fe 94 troubled him; the Parlon 
uſed to pray for his Deliverance ; after praying 
fome conſiderable Time, he was left to meditate 
by himſelf in the Room where the Money was 
kept; ſo whilſt the Parſon went down Stairs to 
pray with ſomebody elſe, he uſed to ſtuff his 

ockets pretty fall with Silver ; by this means 
he had always Caſh enough in his Pocket ready, 
if a Diſcovery was made of his Inſincerity, to 


© bruſh off wich. 


He was always ſure to frequent thoſe public 
Places where there was often a gathering made, 
and likewiſe was ready to ſtand after the Prayers 
was over, in order ro help gather the Money, 
which was often diſtributed very liberal; as ſoon 
as the People was all diſperſed, he, Judas like, 
carried the Bagg, which be was ſure to lighten 
very much before he got Home with it; he ha- 
ving plenty of Caſh always, was ſure to appear 
clean and neat every where wherever he went. 


n 


At laſt, by theſe care ful Methods, he infinuated 


very much in his good Opinion. He uſed very 


himſelf into Parſon V hit. d's Brother's Com- 
pany, Who was very fond of him, and he being 
a good Markſman, ſoon diſcovered the Parſon's 
Brother's Infirmiries, which ingratiated himſelf 


often to have frequent Diſputes with ſeveral of 
the Gentlemen and Clergymen ot that Place, who 
often gave bim Preference in Point of Learning, 
for he was a very good Scholar. 

But to return to Parſon bit. 4s Brother, 
he was ſo linked in with him, that every Thing 
that Ramſey laid was a Law; he ſoon diſcoveri 
Thomas's blind Side (for that was the Parſon', 
Brother's Name) he took greater Freedoms with 
him, and was leſs Caurious, One Adventure l 
happening, occaſioned the Town Talk, and was i 
like to be the downfal of Ramſey Snowd and b 
Ramſey being very merry one Night over a Bottle, MW 
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which was done by ſtealth, for nobody knew of W 


it, it being reckoned a very heinous Crime to t 
drink hard amongſt thoſe Sort of People; they 
in ſhort got ſo much in Liquor, that they ſcarce 
knew each other, Ramſey left his Companion 
Snowd upon a Tomb Stone in St. Fames's Church- 
Yard dead drunk, and himſelf real'd Home in 
a very diſmal Condition ; as ſoon as he came to 
the Door, be knocked hard, and who ſhould 
come to let him in, but his Landlady, who ac- h 
coſted him in the following Manner: Hey Day! pl 
Who is here ? the ſanftified Methodiſt, where's your A] 
Companion? Ramſey could ſcarce Anſwer, but at tl 
laſt belching and voritiog in her Face, he made * 
Anſwer, he was ſafe a Bed; fo he was ſure 9 
enough, for he was ſo dead drunk, that he fell l 
ſound a ſleep, as if he was in a down Bed; but he b 
had not long enjoyed his Repoſe, before he was MI B 
ſeen by ſome Gentlemen von the Sneak, who tl 
ſtrip'd bim; when he awoke, he ſtarted up, and 
in that Condition, marched towards his Lodging 
about 5 O'Clock in the Morning; as ſoon as he 
came to the Door, he knock'd aloud and difturb- 
ed. Ramſey, who remembring the laſt Nights 
Tranſactions, went down and let him ir: ; this 
Affair had like to put an End to Ramſey's pre- 
rended Sanctity; but he putting a grave formal 
Face upon the Matter, ſoon reconcil'd Things, 
and was in as great Repure as ever. 

Another Tranſaction of this Nature which al- 
moſt over rurn'd him was this; the Pzrſon's Bro- 
ther, which Pamſey nick'd nam'd the ORA TOR, 
who took Ramſey tor a young Gentleman of For- 
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tune, ſeeing Ramſey one Day pull out a Purſe of 
Gold, which he ſeemed to deſpiſe as Droſs, the 
Orator, that is Parſon I bits Brother, de- 
fir'd Ramſey to lend him five Guineas, which he 
aid ſhould be return'd in a fmall Time; bur 
Ramſey lov'd hi: Money too well to part with ic 
in that Manner, made ſome frivilous Excuſe, and 
told him he had promiſed to give it all to the 
Poor; which much nettled the Orator, who get- 
tivg very merry that Evening, and meeting Ram- 
ſey at a Tavern playing at Hazard, with the ſame 
Parſe of Money he had before ſhew'd him; up- 
on which he asked him, If that was given bis 
Money to the Poor? Ramſey being confounded, 
anſwer'd him ver» civilly, withal defiring him to 
fit down and take Part of a Bottle, which the o- 
ther refuſed, and went out immediately merry as 
he was to his Siſter's, which was not far off, to 
whom he made a comical Story of Ramſey (who 
it that Time went by the Name of Robert Gray) 
that be was got Preaching of the Doctrine of 
Faith, over Box and Dice at the Tavern, 

Ramſey ſuſpecting the Orator was gone out to 
do him a Prejudice on account of his not lend- 


ing him the Sum he requeſted, immediately fol- 


low'd him, and being pretty ſober, and che o- 
ther very merry, made his Aſſer tion pretty good, 
ſo got off cill the next Morning, for }hit—ld 
had, tho* much in Liquor, made the Caſc pretty 
plain againſt Ramſey: in the Morning, they both 


appear'd before the Parſon, but Ramſey had got 


the Tavern Man on his Side, who poſitively de- 
nied what they other had zflerted, and ſo he got 
of for that Time; tho' the thinking Sort ſecret- 
ly thought he was guilty, and look'd more ſhar p- 
ly after him, which Ramſey ſoon ſaw, and having 
got as much as he could, thought proper to re- 
treat, before he was more found our. And 
while he was thinking of retreating, an Acci- 
dent happen'd which prevented him for that 
Time, for Parſon N being invited over to 
Bath to Preach. according to his uſual Cuſtom, 
every Tueſday Fortnight, perſuaded his Brother 
Ramſey to go along with him, who could not 
ceny his Requeſt for fear of any Suſpicion with 
regard to the Money which he had purloined at 
Times from the common Stock, who according- 
ly went. 


When they arrived, y preach'd a Ser- 
mon on Predeſtination, and Ramſey officiated as 
Clerk, who in the middle of the Sermon, eſpy- 


ing a Perſon who knew him, retreated with the 


utmoſt Expedition to an Inn at Bath, to which 
ſometime after W——» coming, ask'd him the 
Reaſon of his ſudden Hurry, in goin away in 
the manner he did? Ramſey told Pim the Words 
he ſpoke in his Sermon was ſo moving, and had 
ſuch an Effect upon him, that he was obliged te 

. or he ſhould have fainted away in the 

ace. 

Ramſey in the Time of his Clerkſhip got ac- 
quainted with a Girl, who was formerly a Qua- 
ker, and who had lately turn'd Methodift, periua- 
ded her that Money was bur Droſs, and ſhe ha- 
ving 100 J in her own Hands, that ſhe could 
not be ſavgd unleſs ſhe gave it all to the Poor. 
The Girl cager with the Deſire of becoming a 
good Chriſtian, readily conſented that Ramſey. 

ould diſpoſe of all her Money as he thought 
proper, which he did you muſt be ſure, and gave 
a very good Account how he had beftow'd it, 
which was as he told her diſtributed among the' 
King"s-wood Colliers. When he had thus in- 
veigh'd the Girl out of all her Money, he pre- 
tended thai ſome Affairs of Importance called 
him to London; and taking a formal Leave of all 
his Brethren at Briſtol, particularly the Parſon. 
he made the beſt of his Way to Londoy. | 

When he came there, having ſome Money by- 
him, propoſed to go upon the * Mace, and let- 
ting a Friend into the Szcret, they dreſſed them- 
ſelves very Gay, and went cowards Groſvenor- 
Square, where pitching upon a Houſe to their 
Minds, they looked at it, and found it was for 
their Purpoſe, and underitanding that one Mr. 
B t an Attorney had the letting it, upon 
which Ramſey and his Friend 5 d, went to 
him, and laying their Story cloſe together, by 
telling him that Mr $ d, who paſſed by 
the Name of Alexander Good, Surgeon, who had 
been brought up regularly at the Univerſity of 
Leyden, ſoon came to an Agreement, and took 
the Houſe for a 12 Months certain, and a Quar- 
ters Warning. Their next Step was to furniſh

niſh the Houſe in a genteel Manner; and in par- 

ticular a Glaſs Man, whom chey agreed with for 

Pore, Phials, Sc. Their next Contrivatice was 

for ſome Goods, as Moveables, in order to raiſe 
Money: Their firſt Exploit of this Nature, was 
upon a Ii ine Jierchant, ncar Cannon ſtreet; him 
Mr. Raney waited on, and told him that he had 
taken a large Houſe in order to tojilow Buſinels, 
more for Picaſuce, than Profit, aud that he ſhould 

have much Company, „ ke pt large Quanti- 

ties of ſevera Sorts, bu: defired Tome as Samples 

for the preſent Uſe, which was ſent immediately 

in by the Merchant. The next Thing Mr. Ram- 

ey did, was to take Care to Order the Servant to 


diſtribute the Wine our Liberally, as he might. 


be thought a Gentleman ot great Generoſity. 
The next Perſon Mr Ramſey waited on, was a 
Stvord-cutler near St. James t Palace, where he a- 
muſed him with a Story of a Marriage, and pre- 
tending his own Sword which was a Silver-bilred 
one, (and which he hired for the Purpoſe) was 
not good enough; agreed with the Sword. cutley 
for one of Gold, the Sword -· cutler ſhewed him 
ſeveral, ar laſt ſtrack up a Bargain for one of 15 
Guineas; this Mr. Ramſey order'd to be ſent ta 
his Houſe, and pretending he had not ſo much 
Gold about him, bat would be at Home at ſuch a 
Time; the Sword-catler and Mr. Ramſey patted 
with much Complaifaiice, and he waited accord- 
ing to the Time; when he came, Mr. Ram 
you muſt be ſure was out of the Way, but ther 
was a Servant ready to receive the Goods, who 
told him that his Mafter was gone to ſuch a Lord's, 
ing a great Gentleman's Name, who liv'd at 
ſome Diſtance from the Houſe, but had left Word 
he Yould be at Home, according to the Time ap- 
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inted if poſſible; ſo deſiring the Man to walk 
n, ho introduced him into the Parlour, which 
was furniſh'd for the Purpoſe in an elegant Man- 
ner, and preſently the Servant diſappearcd, de- 
ſigned ly, leaving the Scpord- cutier to contemplate 
on the Furniture and Beauty of the Pictures; in a 
ſmall Time after, he returned with a Bottle of 
French Wine, and made a low Congee, and ſaid 
his Maſter had ordered him to do ſo in order that 
he might regale himſelf, 'til his Maſter's Return. 
The Suprd-cutler after Drinking a Glaſs or two, 
and finding Mr. Ramſey did not return; and hav- 
ing Buſine is to do, knock'd for the Servant, and 
asked what he would have him do; who told him 
that his Maller to be ſure would take it as a great 
Affront if be did not leave it; which the poor 
Man fearing to diſoblige his new Cuſtomer, pre- 
ſently complyed with, and he begg'd the Favour 
of the Servant that hewould give his humble Re. 
ſpects to his Maſter, and begg his Pardon a Thou- 
jand Times, that he could not ſtay any longer at 


that Time, but would be ſure to wait on him 


ſhortly ; the Servant told him he would take 
Care ro deliver the Meſſage; but added, I would 


not have you come too ſoon, Sir, for tear my 


Maſter ſhould think ic is not in your Power to 
truſt him, for he hates any thing Little, or Mean; 
the Sword cut ler thanking him tor his good Ad- 
vice, promis'd him he would not, ſo way he went. 

The next Day Mr. Ramſey waitcd on a H/collen- 
drapery, and agreeing for a Quantity of Cloth, 
which came to upwards of 15. told the Gentle man 
he had not ſo much Money about him, but defir- 
ed him to ſend ir, and the Bill of Parceis to bis 
Houſe, and he would be at Home, naming a par- 
ticular Time, and defiring the Wollen-draper to be 
exact, he promiſed he would, and ſo they both 
parted with great Ceremonies ; the Moollen- draper 
ſent his Porter, and a Bill of Parcels punctual to 
the Time, and affixed under the Bill a Receipt. 
The Porter coming to Doctor Ramſey's Houſe 
(you muſt underſtand he told the M oollen - draper 
he was a Doctor) and knocking at the Door, 
was preſently let in, and asked if the Doctor 
was at Home : The Servant ſaid his Mafter was

The Doctor's Creditors (whom he had unfor- 
tunately taken in) coming ſo thick one after ano-

of the Way; at laſt the Storm growing pretty 
hot, the Servant thought proper & retreat, for 


fear a random Shot ſhouid hit him; ſo the Houſe 


was left alone to anſwer for itſelf, 

The Doctor no ſooner ſaw his Scheme loſt, 
and thinking London to hot, once more retir'd to 
Briſtol, and hen he came there, found Things 


was not in ſo good a Poſture as when he came 


from thence, and imagining he could do nothing 
with the reſt of his Brethren, turn'd the Tables, 
and went immediately to a certain great' Man, 
and made a formal Reckntgribn ; and likewiſe 
hop'd he would ſubſcribe to a Book which he in- 
tended to write againſt the Methodiſts, which he 
promiſed him he would. | | 

While he was writing this Book ſeveral of the 


| Hethodifts underſtanding his Intentions, diſſuaded 
him from it, as he pretended to him; but in 


Fact this was only to get what he could of them, 
and when he could ger no more, he went on with 
his Book as faft as poſſible.

This Accident obliged him to move off to- 
wards Bath, and the next Day to Marlborough, 
and ſo on to London. He had not been long there, 
but one of the Perſons who he took in for Goods 
upon the Maſonry Lay had him Atreſted, and he 
was put into the Aſanbalſea, where he lay ſome 
Months, till a Gentleman paid his Fees, and 
had him diſcharg'd ; he went then by the Name 
of Robert Gray. After he was diſcharg'd from 
his Confinement, he and his own Brother went 
and committed the following Robberies, viz. 

About ſeven Months ego, he and his Brother 
went into one Mr. Boyce s Houſe at the Goldeu-

amine. 

We were taken up for this Fact, but the 
would not proſecute us, for ſhe ſaid, her Loſs 


was too great to be loaded with additional un- 


neceſſary Expences. 

One Day I was walking at Hampſtead, and 
happen'd to over-hear a Gentleman of a Houſe 
there, tell another, that he would go to London 
that Night, but he had nobody in the Houſe, 
therefore muſt not go till it was pretty late. 

I thought I might then have an Opportunity 
of getting ſomething, ſo I concealed myſelf in 
the Stable Yard till I ſaw him and his Man 
ſer out, and then I robbed the Stable of a fine 
Bridle, adorned with Silver Boſſes, and ſome 
other Things, together with the Servents Great 
Coat, under which I concealed what Lhad taken, 

I have for ſome Time before my Conviction 
committed theſe and many other Fades of the 
like Nature, and can only ſay, that the Puniſh- 
ment I am to ſuffer is what I have deſerved, and 
that every one who follows the ſame Courſes as 
J have done, muſt expect that they will ſooner 
or later teriainate in an untimely and ignomi- 
nious Death.

He took me to his Houſe, where I 
confeſſed. every Thing, in Hopes of be-

After I had received Sentence of 


Death, having loſt all Hopes of re- 
ceiving any Mercy in this World, my 
Thoughts, which ought to have been at 
that Time otherwiſe employed, were 
taken up in meditating my Eſcape from 


this Place, and for that Purpoſe I had, 


when I was up at Chapel, been looking 
eight or ainc Days for a Place to get out 
at. 


Accordingly, on the 25th of March, 
about Eight o' Clock, the Cells being 
unlocked in order to ſerve the Priſoners

ed Leave toego to the Vault, which was 
readily granted.

He ſeemed to expreſs the utmoſt Un 
eaſineſs for me, leaſt I ſhould be re-

Miles on the Way. 


I had juſt heard that there were Peo- 
ple in Purſuit of me, and who were 
drinking at a Public Houſe; I therefore 
gave him Three Half-pence, to go and 
Join their Company, and obſerve their 
Motions.

As ſoon as he came to Town, he ſer up a 
Cheeſemongers-Shop, in Little St. Andrew Street, 
near the Seven-Dials, and from thence he mav'd 
to the Corner of Earl Street, in King Street, and 
there he bore a pretty good Character amongſt 
the Neighbourhood ; but when he mov'd into 
Earl Street, he was made a Headborough, and then

Some time ſince, having little hopes of 
being ſaved, he mentioned about 16 Perſons 
concerad with him in forging of Wills, and 
confeis'd that by that Practice, they Receiv'd 
500 & per Month, by which Conteſſion he wgs 
in great hopes of gaining a Repricve, tho* he did 
not ſo much rely upon that, as the Thoughts he 
had a ſecond time of attempting his Eſcape, 

He invited ſeveral of the Perſons, under the 
ſame unhappy Sentence with kim, into the Con- 
ſpiracy. But none of them took Notice of what 
he ſaid to them; at that time a Debtor being 
brought into the Cell's, for ſome diſturbance he 
had made, amongſt his Fellow Priſoner's, had the 
Liberty of his Wife coming too and fro to him 
when et er ſke pleaſed; ſhe in going backwards and 
forwards, was obliged to go by the Door of Rhodes 
Cell, before ſhe could come to her Husband ; 
Rhodes took the Opportunity one Day, to diſcover 
his Deſign to the Woman, and carneſtly inſiſted 
en her to get the things for him, and Promis'd 
her 201. two Days after he had got his Liberty, 
and gave her a Paper to inform her what to get, 
which ſhe took, and inſtead of going to buy the 
things, went to the ſame Gentleman, wich the 
Paper of her Inſtructions, avd fo diſcovered the 
whole flair, and Rhodes was a ſecond time ſecured, 

Rhodes was about 35 Years of Age, born at 
Beverly in Yorkſire, has Traveil'd moſt part of Eu- 
land, and likewiſe Abroad; never liv'd long in a 
Piace, was always very merry amongſt his Fellow 
Sufferer's, and took delight in telling of Rogue:
